SOIENTIFIO MISCELLANY. 


Prof. Dufour states, as an overlooked 


fact, that hail-preventers of the nature of 
lightning-rods were set 
up in several 


vineyards of the Canton de Vaud in 1825 , 
the object being to hinder the formation 
of hail by withdrawing the electricity from 
the clouds. Some of the vineyards thus 
protected were destroyed by hail the next 
year, and the experiment was declared a 
failure. While doubting the influence of 
such apparatus on the hail-clouds, Prof. 
Dufour thinks the matter deserving of a 
fresh 
investigation, inasmuch as it has 


recently been shown that the presence 
of a forest—which may be regarded as 


collection 
of 
lightning-rods—may 


greatly lessen the frequency of hail-show- 


s. 


When long heating has driven all air 


from the water in a steam-boiler, boiling 
sometimes ceases, and superheating may 
occur with danger of explosion. 
Clean 


pieces of zinc in the liquid, by uniting 
with some of its oxygen and liberating 
hydrogen, should theoretically maintain 
boiling. 
As a more reliable 
plan in 


practice, however, Mons. Trieve advises 
the injection at the bottom of the boiler 
of hot air, or, still better, of a non-oxi- 
dizing gas such as carbonic acid—the in- 
ection to be moderate but continuous.

to sulphur fumes. In Sicily the work- 
ncn in sulphur-mines on low ground 
suffer much less from intermittent fever 
then the rest of the population; while 
tfons. Fougue has shown that in Greece 
a once flourishing town of 40,000 inhabi- 
tants—Zephyria—lias been almost utterly 
depopulated 
through marsh fever, the 


decadence having corresponded to a grad- 
ual removal of sulphur-mining operations 
eastward beyond a mountain range, so 
;hat the sulphur-emanations no longer 
reach the town. 


Since 1876 accurate measurements have 


been made to show the range of the 
change in the level of many Russian rivers, 
and some'of the results are given in a 
recent paper by Mons. Tillo. It appears 
that the highest range is reached by the 
Oka at Kaluga, the difference between 
the highest and the lowest levels being as 
much as 45 feet; while the average range 
of the same river from its source to its 
mouth is 32.2 feet. 
The average range 


from source to mouth of the Volga is 
33.6 feet; of the Kama, 30.1 feet; of the 
Duna,25.2 feet; of the Don, 23.1; and 
of all other rivers, less than 20 feet. 
Of 


course this range diminishes very much 
toward the mouth of each river; yet it 
reaches 12 feet for the Volga at Astrak- 
han, and 6 feet for the Duna at Riga. 
The greatest range of variation observed 
in the lakes of Northern Russia was only 
2.1 feet. The number of bydrometrical 
stations on the rivers of Russia was in- 
creased in 1880 to 341.

The frightful feature of the tragedy 


is the manner of the murder. Mrs. Se- 
guin took the children to an empty spare- 
room at the top of a five-story bouse, in 
the absence of her husband and when the 
servants were engaged in the basement, 
and locked herself in with them. The 
servants believed that they had gone out 
for a walk. What happened in the room 
will never be known ; but when Dr. Ami- 
don, Mrs. Seguin's brother, called at five 
o'clock, and, -with his suspicion aroused 
by the long absence of the family, made 
a search of the bouse, mother and children 
were found dead, all shot through the 
head. The children's hands were tied 
behind their backs with whipcord; they 
were blindfolded with handkerchiefs, and, 
from all appearances, they must have been 
shot while playing blind man's buff with 
their destroyer. 
They had been dead for 


at least an hour and a half, and were quite 
cold. Three pistols were found in the 
room, all of large calibre, and all had 
been used. 


It is evident that Mrs. Seguin had been 


despondent from physical causes for some 
time, but she had shown no symptoms of 
insanity. 
She was a small, slim woman 


of nervous temperament. Her domestic 
life was very happy, and there was no 
family trouble. 
Dr. Seguin returned 


home about seven o'clock, and, upon 
hearing the dreadful news, was utterly 
prostrated. 
He is in a state of mental 


distress and under the care of a physician. 
His wife was the daughter of a Massachu- 
setts farmer.

PB'TUCLEUM 
IN 
Missuvut. — Very 


promising discoveries of petroleum are 
reported 
in Vernon county, Missouri, 


where : lallow wells had been sunk by 
persons prospecting for asplmltum. 
The 


supposed nsphaltntn, which in places cov- 
ered the ground to a depth of four or live 
inches, has been pronounced liy. oil ex- 
perts to be heavy petroleum. 
It is de- 


scribed ;is of a blackish green color, and 
of the consistency 
of thick 
molasses. 


The region iu which petroleum is supposed 
to exist in quantity is a plateau 5,000 feet 
above the level of the sea, lying near the 
center of a spur of the Ozark 'Mountains 
and between two arms of Clear Creek. 
The soil is of a silicious nature, yet so 
finely di-composed that it is admirable for 
farming purposes. Beneath tlit soil there 
is a thin stratum o'P'tday which rests on a 
layer of argillaceous rock. Underneath 
this rock is a stratum of porous sandstone 
from 20 to 40 feet thick. Next comes a 
thin vein of coal, and beneath that is the 
oil deposit. The wells that were sunk in 
the search for asphaltnm • are from 25 to 
40 feet in depth. 
Arrangements are 


making for the sinking of deep wells.
